While so manjf' people are hesitating 


over a visit to the World's fair on ac- 
count of the expense, the testimony of a 
tolerably experienced and sagacious man 
of this city may help some to make up 
their minds. He \rent with his wife and 
spent something over a -week at the fair, i 
paying out abotTt §80 besides railway fare. 


The hotel -where they had expected to ', 


stop was so recently finished that the 
plaster was still dairip, and they wisely 
declined to sleep there. They had no 
trouhle in getting suitable quarters, paj' 
ing $2.50 a day for a large donble cbam 
her with a bathroom attached. 
They 


took their meals at a restaurant anil 
found the prices about the same as at the 
most expensive of the restaurants in thi.< 
city. For 50 cents one could get a f uii 
meal. Their midday ineal they took 11 
the fair grounds, where the pi-ices were 
higher, but not extortionate. In the 
opinion of this1 visitor there is no reason 
why any one should fail to get comfort- 
able accommodations as easily and an 
cheaply as in other lar^ cities. He gavf' 
enthusiastic pictures of the fair, and es- 
pecially of the German and French ex- 
hibits, the unity and skillful arrango- 
ment of which contrasted singularly 
with the go-as-you-please methods of the 
English.—Springfield Republican.

slope they were very much "drowned 
out" from having been obliged to wadp 
and swim through water and mud four 
to six feet deep.

Of course the money must be 
good and of honest character. Our cir- ] 
dilation, iu a word, must be adequate 
and above suspicion. 
Will the gold 


fanatics and the silver enthusiasts 
awake to a realization of this fact? If 
they do, and drop the prejudices and 
come together upon a patriotic basis, 
the answer to the financial riddle will 
be soon found." 


It is a hopeful sign when such jour- 


nals as the Financial News, published 
L? New YorJk city, and relying on the 
banks and business men of the com- 
munity, refers to the single gold stand- 
ard advocates as " gold fanatics," and 
admits that the country is suffering for 


, more money. It indicates a change of 


sentiment in the east and while it does 
not say that the bullion now stored in 
the treasury should be corned to make 
money more plentiful it implies as 
much, as issuing bonds, as some of the 
gold fanatics advise congress to do, 
will not increase the amount of money 
in circulation but simply add to the 
gold reserve in the treasury. 


Sensible Suggestions from the Senator. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
31.—A 
letter 


written by Senator Vance of North 
Carolina to the Farmers' Alliance 
giving his views on the silver question, 
stating that he was unalterably opposed 
to the repeal of the Sherman act unless 
a substitute is provided. 
He was 


severly critcised, and he now replies as 
follows: 


"The charge that a Democrat is at 


variance with nis party who refuses to 
favor the unconditional repeal of the 
Sherman law depends for the truth on 
what that party laid down in their plat- 
form at Chicago. If promises and 
pledges amount to anything the Chi 
cago platform demands the repeal of 
the law as an obstruction to the free 
coinage of silver. Obvious meaning is 
if the law was out of the way we could 
have free coinage. That is one of the 
things I propose to put in place of the 
Sherman law, and I propose to vote 
against a repeal unless that is done. 
If my party is opposed to that, then 
the utterances at Chicago were in- 
tended to deceive. If it was sincere 
then I am trying to stand on the plat- 
form. It pledges the ptirty to the use 
of both gold and silver without dis- 
crimination. If we cease to coin one 
and refuse to tender it in payment even 
of obligations, which by contract are 
payable therein, we do discriminate 
against the metal. 
Men of common 


sense who are loyal to the purpose they 
profess will not surrender the advant- 
ages of their position. The law now 
in existance can be kept this way by 
the non-currence of either house, sen- 
ate or president to its repeal, whereas, 
if the Sherman law once repeals meas- 
ures which are to take its place it would 
have to be passed by affirmative legisla- 
tion requiring the concurrence of all 
three branches of the law-making de- 
partment, and no sensible man ac- 
quainted with the situation can believe 
these measures could be passed under 
such circumstances."

Says. 


From San Francisco Examiner. 


You hare asked me for my views on 


the outlook for the coming session, i 
representative of the people in th 
United States Senate should not be 
bound by iron-clad convictions, fet 
tered to specific theories or demand 
from which he can neither recede no: 
advance. 
He 
is a member of 
; 


National jury, and his duty is largel; 
that of any juror. He is expected tc 
demand the fullest information on aJ 
matters that will require his ballot anc 
to decide according to his best judg 
ment of truth and merit. 


The interests of his own state, on 


the other hand, must be an influence 
of this juror—a strong factor in 
evidence submitted—but such interests 
can be determined by no narrow con 
ception of what is best for the given 
locality. The state is always a part of 
the nation; the state's representative 
is a member of the national body anc 
his obligations are not merely to the 
constituency from which he is chosen 


Regarding in that way the work 


which has been assigned to me, I make 
no promises; J commit myself to no 
other policy than to act according to 
my best judgment. Yet I have opin- 
ions and am free to express them. 


The silver question will undoubtedly 


be the first important matter submit- 
ted to Congress, to be brought up by 
the proposed repeal of the Sherman 
law. 
I may say in broad terms that on 


the silver question I am in favor of 
bimetallism. 


Monetary legislation is a national 


problem. It should be so solved, with- 
out undue consideration of the inter- 
national aspect that makes it lean one 
way or of the state benefits that make 
it lean the other way. I believe that 
the 
double standard is the best 


means of representing values in this 
ountry. Theie is no danger of putting 


too much silver in circulation, and I 
would like to see four or five millions 
of the silver dollars now in our vaults 
put out and used as subsidiary coin. 


No rightful means of developing 


California and the Pacific Coast should 


e neglected in congress. 
The con- 


itruction of the Nicaragua canal is of 
vast importance to us vind should be 
urged at every opportunity. 


Within our state are natural water- 


ways that should be adequately opened 
up to navigation, particularly the Sac- 
amento, the San Joaquin t,nd Feather 
rivers 
The large revenues that we pay 


to the federal government should be 
returned, to a fair degroe, in such 
means of reaching the great natural 
wealth of this land. 


Lighthouses should mu"k the Cali- 


fornia coast suiSciently to protect the 
vesbels in our carrying trade. And 
imong tho demands which California 
may justly make is the erection of a 
suitable postofflce building in San 
Francisco. 


The regulation of hydraulic mining 


concerns largely the wealth of this por- 
;ion of the country. I believe that 
there should be no restriction where 
mining can be carried 
on without 


positive injury to other industries of 
sqnal importance. Even the smaller 
.nterest of a farmer must be protected, 
jowever, when the mineowners en- 
;roach upon his rights without giving 
ust compensation. 
I believe that United States Senat- 


ors should be chosen by popular vote. 
That is the way I want to reach the 
Senate if I ever go there again. The 
lame right that the people have in all 
>ther elections should not be denied 
,hem in the choice for representatives 
iO the upper house of congress. 


Such are my views, in brief, concern- 


ng some of the leading topics in which 
i California Senator might be expected 
,o have special interest, but I make no 
declaration of future action and I 
ipeak of nothing about which I am not 
ready to learn.

An Underground, Trolley System. 


An underground trolley system, the 


invention of Malone Whelea of Tennes- 
see, ia being tested on a three-quarter 
mile section in Washington. Briefly 
described, the road ia laid with 40- 
pound T rails, yokes of 180 pounds 
each and 40-pound slot rails. The con- 
duit, midway between the rails, is 16 
inches deep by 17 inches wide, and in- 
side is a loose wire on intrajated brack- 
ets. This wire is cat in 20<ffee»Jengths 
and carries a current only when the car 
is moving over one particular section. 
The copper feeding cablejs laid parallel 
to the trolley wire. Without going into 
details, the car is fitted with two ordina- 
ry 20-horsepower motors, and a pair of 
trolley wheels passing through the slot 
connects the motors with the trolley 
cable. 


In each 200-foot section is an iron 


switch box containing an electro mag- 
net, and as the cars enter a section a 
storage battery of several cells on the 
car vitalizes the magnet and lifts an iron 
armature and connects the trolley and 
the feed cables, and thus supplies power 
to the motors, while the main line cur- 
rent cuts ont the local battery. 
On 


reaching the next section the current is 
again automatically switched on and is 
also cut off from the rear section. When 
the car stops, the current is instantly re- 
leased from the trolley wire, and the 
same is the case when going down hill. 
The car can travel in either direction by 
turning a reversing switch. The cost 
for a single track is said to be $80,000 per 
mile,—Engineering News.

Training For the Sickroom. 


The Massachusetts Emergency and 


Hygienic association has just prepared a 
class of young women for a new Occupa- 
tion—that of trained attendants for con- 
valescents, chronic invalids, elderly per- 
sona and little children. It often happens 
that members of a family are either un- 
fitted, unwilling or unable through busi- 
ness engagements to care for their own 
sick or feeble. The trained nurse Is too 
expensive a luxury to be kept through 
weeks, perhaps months, of weary con- 
valescence, and the patient, who perhaps 
was doing well at her departure, begins 
to suffer for proper care. The trained 
attendant, who has been instructed by 
competent trained nurses, is then pre- 
pared to take her place. 


She has been taught how to ventilate 


the rooms, make beds, bathe the patient, 
serve and prepare attractive food and do 
the many other things necessary to make 
life as pleasant as possible for the sick. 
The young women admitted to the Bos- 
ton classes must be at least 20 years of 
age and be possessed of good antecedeuta 
The course of 80 lessons, for which $3 is 
paid, is followed by an examination, 
which if creditably passed entitles the 
pupil to a diploma.—New York Post.

The iMvttoU* Bonttec of tin Boom* 
The Australian colonies are going 


through a crisis of a familiar kind^s- 
though in their cafe it is raliUHfexeep- 
tionally complicatett~"and extensive. 
Their banks have} taken a great deal 
more money to invest than they could 
place both safely and profitably. There 
has come a pinch and in due course 
such a succession of bankruptcies as con- 
stitutes "a crisis." In their case the 
pinch has been produced by the collapse 
of what—in the new slang of commerce 
—is called a "boom" in land. These 
things aro to the spectator no more in- 
telligible, than a dancing mania or any 
Other forru of nervous excitement car- 
ried to and for a space just a little over 
the border of madness. 


To the average person in possession of 


a moderate amount of common sense 
who merely looks on "a boom" appears 
to bo a phcaoiueuon of much the same 
nature as thoto outbreaks of religions 
insanity which aro occasionally heard of 
in Russia or Spain—paroxysms of lunacy 
in -which whole villages strip off their 
clothes and caper about the countryside 
Singing hymns or throw their children 
into fires in order to purify them from 
original sin 
tt seems so obvious that a 


great many cannot mako a very high 
profit where it has been made for a 
short time by a few. The end of 
"booma" is s<o inevitable and has been 
shown by so long and so unvarying an 
experience that it appears incredible 
there should exist people who can still 
rush blindly into them. To this of 
course the answer is that experience has 
no effect ou human folly, whether it ia 
of tlio silly order which cannot learn or 
of the ctmning order which thinks it 
cau profit by the weakness of others.— 
London Saturday Review.

Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp P. M. 
Dial clock Indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bel! oall denotes to saddle. Hiiglo 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle cull will bo precisely livo minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others having 
care of the animal, that do not send the liorso 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nomlnationx to all stakes must be made to 
tho Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 18«S. m 


Entries for tho running: purses must !>o 
made two days preceding tho race, before U 
o'clock 1J, M. 


Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing which they 
will start the day before the race ut 8 p. M. 


Horses entered ig purses can only be drawn 
by consent of tho judges. 


In making entries for purso racex, tho 
name, age unci sex of tho horse, and tho 
weight anil colors of the rider must ne given. 
After u horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may bo declared off by tho executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will bo allowed ten pounds, and all horset! 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
curry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cerit. entrance to all races unless 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weighing tho jockey out. 


Where there is more than one entry by ono 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
horse the)' are to start must be named by 9 
p. M. cf the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with tho ,Seerc»arv. 


All Trotting and PuWtig piA-SBs divided at 


the rate of SO, 80 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races are the best 
three in live, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than ftve to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses no* winning one 
heat in three must go to the «tal>lo.

When less than the required uumbcr of

At the discretion of the Board, ond without 
notieerthe entries of any person may lie re- 
fiued. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accept* the decision of the 
Board of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
overn trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
_.or»e Association ruleato govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with thene 
conditions.
